study.  It  should  be  understood  that  it  is  not 
offered  as  an  exhaustive  list  of  the  library’s 
resources  on  the  subjects  making  up  the  courses 
but  rather  as  suggestive.  In  listing  fairy  tales, 
no  distinction  has  been  made  between  originals 
and  adaptations. 

Books  having  call  number  with  letter  “J”  prefixed  will 
be  found  in  the  Childrens’  Room.  Other  books  are  included 
in  the  adult  collection.  Books  to  the  call  number  of  which 
an  * is  prefixed  are  for  reference  use  only  and  are  not  issued 
for  home  or  school  use.  They  may  be  consulted  only  at  the 
Library. 

In  sending  a messenger  for  books  it  will  be  necessary  to 
mark  plainly  those  needed  for  immediate  use.  As  borrowers' 
cards  are  not  transferable,  books  for  teachers  will  not  be 
loaned  on  cards  belonging  to  pupils.  Each  teacher  is  earnest; 
ly  solicited  to  take  out  a card  in  her  own  name. 

As  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  Library  to  supply 
text  books,  and  as  the  number  of  duplicate  copies  of  each 
title  is  limited,  only  one  copy  of  any  title  will  be  loaned  to  a 
teacher  at  one  time.
